He was then taken fro m his cell 
to the scaffo ld, which he reached at 
5 :io o ’clo ck. 
Placed in po sitio n o n the dro p, 
his arms and legs were securely 
fastened, and he was asked if he 
desired to make a statement. 
As he did no t care to avail him­ 
self o f the o ppo rtunity to talk, the 
black cap was adjusted o ver his 
head and face, 
said : 
“ Go o d-bye, 
Mr. 
So per; 
may 
Go d have mercy upo n yo ur so ul.”

N o b o dy seems to know the ex act 
status of the national guard, or, in 
fact, whether we have such a body 
or not at this time.

A New Cure fwrConsuiuplion Is 
to Be Made Public 


Nitro<>*eii 
Has 
injected ¡Into 
the 
Diseased ijin^s By Learned 
Medical Men. 


A t the congress of American 
physicians and surgeons which is 
to be held at Columbus on June 6, 
Dr. John B. M urphy, of Chicago, 
will explain his method of curing 
pulmonary consumption. 
Dr. M urphy first announced his 
theory at the American Niedical 
association meeting in Denver last 
June.

M urphy in the new treatment, ex­ 
plains its 
principles 
after

fashion : 
“ Nitrogen gas is conveyed into 
the chest cavity in order to press 
the diseased lung into a compact 
mass, in thi^ way preventing res­ 
piration. 
It is well known that 
constant action is inimical to cure. 
It is with the lungs ÿ s with any 
other part of the body. They need 
complete rest if they must baille 
disease. 
Rest for the lung is ob­ 
tained as a first measure of our 
cure. 
Then nature has a chance to 
restore the exhausted organ and 
form a healthful tract over the 
opening where 
the tuberculosis 
germs are at work. 
Rest is nec­ 
essary also to prevent the constant 
ejection of secretions which 
the 
walls of the organ give forth for 
curative purposes.
